The  Governor  Dummer  Academy's  annual 
Christmas  Dinner,  held  in  honor  of  the  foot- 
ball team,  took  place  this  evening  in  the  Lang 
Gymnasium.  Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames, 
coach  of  the  team,  announced  that  the  letter- 
men  have  elected  co-captains  to  lead  the  1939 
team.  These  captains  are  Robert  W.  Nutter  of 
Sanford,  Maine,  and  Clarence  N.  Pickard,  Jr, 
of  Salisbury. 

Although  Nutter  has  not  played  regularly 
on  the  team  this  year  because  of  an  injury,  he 
has  played  well  in  several  games.  He  has 
shown  up  impressively  as  an  unusually  ag- 
gressive, hard-hitting  and  hard-running  back. 

An  important  part  of  the  team's  offensive 
this  year  was  developed  around  Pickard's  fine 
passing  ability  which  has  been  a  powerful  fea- 
ture of  the  team's  attack.  He  punts  well  and 
did  some  fine  kicking  this  year.

Mr.  Merrick  discussed  the  importance  of 
friendship  in  the  everyday  life  of  students  in 
school. 

Mr.  Merrick  suggested  that  friendship  is  the 
basis  for  a  strong  spiritual  strength  which  con- 
tributes to  the  worth  of  living.  It  is  important, 
he  said,  that  we  make  ourselves  valuable  to 
our  friends.

Mr.  Patton  talked  about  record  breakers. 
The  term  implies  that  the  record  breaker  is  a 
person  who  turns  in  a  superior  performance, 
and  such  a  man  is  not  content  merely  to  be 
"average" — he  compels  himself  to  put  a  great 
deal  more  into  his  work  than  that  shown  by 
his  competitors. 

The  world  after  school  and  college  will  glad- 
ly accept  the  person  who  is  willing  to  expend 
the  extra  effort  and  energy  which  is  necessary 
to  break  the  record.

Mr.  Hitchen  took  as  his  text  the  story  of 
Elijah  who  fled  to  the  desert  and  found  God 
not  in  the  wind,  or  the  storm,  or  the  fire,  but 
in  a  still,  small  voice. 

An  unfortunate  characteristic  of  our  society 
is  the  fallacious  idea  that  "bigger  and  better" 
is  the  mark  of  success.  "Bigger"  does  not  mean 
"better"  when  mere  bulk  dwarfs  the  worth  of 
the  inner  spiritual  values  of  man. 

Among  nations,  Mr.  Hitchen  pointed  out. 
the  size  and  power  of  countries  like  Italy  and 
Germany  and  Japan  do  not  mean  that  they 
are  great.  They  have  the  greatness  of  size  only 
and  not  that  of  the  spirit.

Mr.  Eccles  contrasted  the  world  of  a  genera- 
tion ago  with  the  present  time,  and  drew  the 
conclusion  that  a  college  education  is  no  longer 
an  assurance  of  getting  along  in  the  world. 
Boys  being  educated  today  should  realize  that

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WILLIAM  BEALE  JACOB 

April,  1902  -  -  November,  1938 


One  of  the  noblest  words 
in  the  English  language  is 
spirit.  In  speaking  of  Wil- 
liam Jacob,  no  other  word  is 
possible;  but  with  reference 
to  him  we  must  use  spirit  as 
the  shining  and  glorious  word 
it  is.  In  Mr.  Jacob  a  spirit 
burned  constantly,  an  in- 
tense, clear,  and  enduring 
flame  which  shed  its  radiance 
on  everything  he  undertook. 

Mr.  Jacob  came  to  Gover- 
nor Dummer  in  1930  as  in- 
structor in  Latin  and  foot- 
ball coach.  In  1934  he  was 
appointed  assistant  to  the 
Headmaster.  He  had  previ- 
ously taught  Latin  at  Groton 
and  at  Andover,  where  he 
had  also  coached  the  reserve 
football  team.  To  this  school, 
then,  he  brought  a  ripe  ex- 
perience and  an  abundant  energy.  Two  genera- 
tions of  boys,  as  we  count  generations  in  a 
school,  have  felt  his  influence  here. 

He  was  a  great  teacher.  No  boy  passed 
through  his  classes  without  obtaining  a  solid, 
appreciative  training  in  Latin,  or  without  hav- 
ing gained  in  ability  to  think  clearly  and  ac- 
curately. He  maintained  a  rigorous  standard. 
The  mentally  indolent  could  not  fail  to  respond 
to  the  quiet,  searching  wit  which  brushed 
aside  excuses  for  ill-prepared  work.  His  pun- 
ishments for  infractions  of  good  order  in  the 
classroom  were  famous,  as  when  he  so  ad- 
mired the  skill  of  an  unfortunate,  caught  in 
the  act  of  sketching  a  neighbor,  that  he  de- 
manded twenty-five  exact  replicas — which  he 
proposed  to  treasure  as  the  early  fruits  of  a 
budding  genius. 

On  the  football  field  his  slight  figure  was 
dynamic.  He  hurled  himself  into  his  coaching 
with  the  same  intensity  that  had  carried  him 
through  a  powerful  Maine  line  for  a  touch- 
down in  his  senior  year  at  Bowdoin.  That  un- 
shakable devotion  to  his  teams  was  reflected 
in  the  loyalty  of  his  players  to  him.  Many  of 
his  boys  played  far  above  themselves  because 
they  knew  he  expected  much  from  them — and 
they  would  not  fail  him.  A  typical  example  of 
this  devotion  occurred  in  the  Deerfield  game, 
the  last  game  in  Mr.  Jacob's  last  season  as 
coach.  The  team  was  engaging  in  a  hopeless 


cause.  The  Deerfield  team 
was  far  superior  in  power 
and  in  reserves.  But  in  the 
dressing  room,  in  the  mo- 
ment before  the  players  took 
the  field,  they  rushed  to  him, 
silently,  to  grip  his  hand. 
Then,  until  they  were  ex- 
hausted and  overpowered, 
they  played  a  magnificent 
and  inspiring  tribute  to  their 
coach. 

He  loved  football  because 
it  is  a  game  in  which  spirit 
can  triumph  over  body,  a 
game  in  which  determination 
and  spirit  can  overcome  the 
advantage  of  superior  size,  a 
game  in  which  forgetfulness 
of  self  can  put  strength  and 
fire  in  weary  limbs,  a  game 
not  really  decided  until  the 
final  whistle  is  blown. 
After  the  school,  Bill  Jacob's  devotion  was 
to  the  Maine  woods.  What  time  he  could  spare 
from  his  duties,  he  spent  in  exploring  various 
parts  of  Maine.  For  several  years  he  took  a 
group  of  boys,  many  of  whom  were  from 
school,  through  the  Allagash  region.  As  those 
boys  know,  he  had  a  rare  faculty  for  making 
any  trip  in  the  woods  an  exciting  adventure 
and  for  communicating  that  feeling  to  his  com- 
panions. Only  recently  he  built  a  cabin  on  the 
shore  of  Lake  Sysladobsis  in  the  wildest  part 
of  Washington  County,  where  he  proposed  to 
spend  his  summers.  Those  alone  who  have 
camped  with  him  can  know  how  well  he 
passed  that  most  exacting  test  of  a  man's 
character — the  constant,  isolated  companion- 
ship of  men  alone  in  the  woods.  Here  again 
he  welcomed  hardship  and  difficult  journeys 
as  an  opportunity  to  prove  that  a  sound  spirit 
can  overcome,  and  even  delight  in,  physical 
travail. 

In  losing  Mr.  Jacob,  the  school  loses  a  man 
whose  deep  devotion  was  to  boys,  a  man  who 
set  them  an  example  of  the  unwearied  pursuit 
of  perfection  rather  than  adequacy, — a  man 
whose  burning  spirit  helped  to  make  the 
school  what  it  is.  His  influence  on  the  mul- 
titude of  his  friends  is  still  a  shining  force, 
which  will  endure  as  long  as  those  friends  live 
to  reflect  it.

EDITORIAL 

On  November  18,  the  curtain  was  rung 
down  on  the  football  season  with  a  smashing 
win  over  Deerfield,  giving  us  a  record  of  four 
wins,  two  defeats,  and  one  tie  for  the  season.

In  the  first  game,  although  we  won  easily, 
the  line  showed  up  as  weak  and  inexperienced 
under  fire.  In  the  next  two  games,  the  line 
was  charging  and  blocking  well,  and  was  be- 
ginning to  equal  the  power  of  the  backfield 
which  was  doing  wonderful  work. 

From  then  on  the  team  was  a  clicking  unit, 
with  few  changes  in  the  line-up  and  with 
steadily  increasing  power. 

To  the  many  grandstand  quarterbacks,  the 
most  impressive  point  about  the  team  was  its 
fight.  Often  our  line  was  outweighed  ten 
pounds  a  man,  yet  it  consistently  outfought 
and  outcharged  its  opponents. 

Looking  at  the  season  from  the  inside,  there 
is  no  question  in  anyone's  mind  but  that  the 
year  has  been  a  really  successful  one  for  the 
school  football  team.

On  Friday,  November  11,  the  Governor 
Dummer  football  team  toppled  from  the  un- 
defeated column  a  heavily  favored  Deerfield 
Academy  team,  by  a  score  of  13  to  6.

On  a  wet  field,  both  teams  played  cautious- 
ly.

15-yard  line.  After  two  running  plays,  Hasse 
scored  on  a  forward  pass  from  Ed  Mulcahy.
